Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last

therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

2. Claims 1 3-1 5 and 29-33 were pending in the instant application at the time of the 
previous Office Action. Via the latest amendment filed 5-24-06, claims 13-15 and 29-31 
have been cancelled. Therefore claims 32 and 33 are pending and have been 
examined.

The closest prior art in the field; Landfield, 5,632,01 1, Stockwell, 6,072,942, Ji et 
al., 5,889,943, and Apperson et al., 5,978,484, do not teach the features found in claims 
32 and 33, of selection of a second policy condition to be used in filtering an e-mail 
message by reference to a valid digital signature, and wherein this second policy 
condition is a reference to whether the digital signature is associated with a trusted 
domain.
